Order of President 


This is the third consecutive year President Roosevelt -has pro- 
claimed January | as a National Day of Prayer. The text of the proc- 
lamation follows: 

“At the end of the year 1943, which has not only made manifest 
the devotion and courage of our nation’s sons, but has also crowned 
their efforts with brilliant success on every battlefront, it is fitting 
that we set aside a day of prayer to give thanks to the Almighty 
God for His constant providence over us in every hour of national 
peace and natioral peril. 

“At the beginning of the new year 1944, which now lies before 
us, it is fitting that we pray to be preserved from false pride of ac- 
complishment and from wilful neglect of the last measure of public 
and private sacrifice necessary to attain final victory and peace. 
May we humbly seek strength and guidance for the problems of 
widening warfare and for the responsibilities of increasing victory. 
May we find in the infinite mercy of the God of our Fathers some 
measure of comfort for the personal anxieties of separation and 
anguish of bereavement.” 

The 1944 observance of Universal Week of Prayer will be held 
January 2-9. The observance will be sponsored in other lands by the 
World’s Evangelical Alliance with Headquarters in London. The 
theme will be ‘“The Power ot God.’ 


In this great world crisis nothing is more appropriate than prayer 
and thanksgiving to the Almighty God. | am therefore asking that 
the churches please observe this time of prayer. Pastors, it would be 
nice if you could arrange to have a continual chain of prayer in your 
church, beginning with the first minute of the New Year and con- 
tinuing through the entire twenty-four hours. Pray that God will 
cause this war to cease and make it possible for our boys to return 
home, and let us all pray for a world-wide, Holy Ghost revival and 
for the soon coming of our Lord to reign over all nations. Amen!

HERE are those who tell us that 
organization mentioned here was 

but a regulation of lights already ex- 
isting, while on the other hand others 
tell us that this was the creative act 
of these lights here referred to.

The fleetness of time I 
consider most tragic, yet it is a con- 
dition God applied to us while in the 
probationary periods. Indeed, a peep 
into the telescope will tell us that 
about everything is on the move. All 
these elements indicate the swiftness 
with which we are passing our earthly 
allotment of time away, and suggest 
that the day will soon be done. Each 
morning speaks of the faithfulness of 
God to His creation. The sun is the 
commander of domains of darkness 
and testifies of the great Sun of right- 
eousness who will arise with healing 
in His wings, a sure testimony of the 
restoration and deliverance of Israel.

for now is our salvation nearer than 
when we believed,” Rom. 13:11. Here 
an appeal is made unto the “sleepy” 
Christian who is dull and negligent 
to arouse himself, to be alert for op- 
portunities in this short life to do 
something for somebody else, to glori- 
fy Christ while time is still yours. 
Wasn’t it merely a point of time which 
caused that the “door was shut” in 
1 Cor. 7:29? 


We have it from the same great 
apostle that “time is short,” wherein 
he admonished that nothing must 
hinder our love service for Christ. 
Through the forbearance of God and 
the sacrifice of Christ at Calvary, God 
proclaims, “Now is the accepted 
time; now is the day of salvation.’’ 
Yes, you may now be “accepted” and 
obtain “salvation” through Christ, 
while He makes intercession; but 
with the running out of time there 
is a cessation of the intercession of 
Christ. God has set favored seasons for 
us, but let us do what is ours to do 
that we may avail ourselves of these 
favors. 


“For a thousand years in thy sight 
are but as yesterday when it is past, 
or as a watch in the night,” Psa. 90:4. 
The psalmist was lamenting the feeble, 
transient nature of man as touching 
the time element of his continuance 
here. John tells us in Rev. 1:3 that 
“the time is at hand.” Evidently the 
apostle had in mind the coming back 
to earth of Jesus and the final con- 
summation of the age. This old world 
is in a whirl right now and most any- 
thing can happen, therefore we should 
apply our hearts faithfully unto the 
work of the Lord. 


HOW LONG 
the Lord will put up with such tyrants 
as now rule most of the earth may be 
anybody’s guess. The Scriptures tell 
us quite clearly of the signs which pre- 
cede the time of the end, and of His 
coming; yet of that day and hour 
knoweth no man.

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British and Polish Congress 


President Raczkiewicz, of Poland, 
has, according to RNS, issued a state- 
ment to the effect that “the Protes-

measures.” He cited as proof the in- 
terment of the most outstanding 
representatives of the church. Over 
800,000 Polish evangelicals have been 
deprived of the right of worship and 
communion. The Germans are 
charged with having burned churches 
and with having arrested all Protes- 
tant pastors in Warsaw and upper 
Silesia. Dr. Bursche, head of the Pol- 
ish Evangelical-Uugsburg Church, 
was arrested by the Nazis and later 
died in a concentration camp. Repre- 
sentatives of the Polish Protestants 
have assembled for their first con- 
gress in London, intent upon finding 
a solution for the present persecuted 
group.

“1 Will... Cause...” 


In Ezek. 37:11 God said to Israel, 
“I will open your graves, and cause 
you to come up out of your graves, 
and bring you into the land of Israel.” 
The graves are, by some commenta- 
tors, referred to as the nations hold- 
ing in captivity the Jews as a whole. 
Is this wave of anti-Semitism the ful- 
fillment of the Word of God, “I will

brought about both providentially 
and circumstantially. Certainly it is 
wrong to oppress anyone, but it may 
be another case where man means it 
for evil but wherein God means it for 
good, as in the case of Joseph being 
sold into Egypt.

“George Orwell, who several months 
ago wrote in Partisan Review that 
anti-Semitism in England was not in- 
creasing, is now (July-August) of the 
opinion that it is.’’

Russian Church Outlook 


Most Reverend Cyril Forster Gab- 
bert, Archbishop of York, upon his 
return from Russia, stated, “There 
can be no doubt that worship within 
the churches is fully allowed. Ortho- 
dox prelates were emphatic about 
this. We attended two services in the 
cathedral, both on weekdays. This 
first occasion was the celebration of 
the Liturgy; this lasted over three 
hours and at the close the Patriarch 
welcomed the delegation, and I re- 
plied. 

“IT have never seen such a vast con- 
gregation. The people were standing 
all the time and were packed togeth- 
er. I was told that there were 10,000 
present, and there were thousands in 
the square. There was a most moving 
scene of emotion and welcome as I 
left the cathedral, huge crowds surg- 
ing forward and crying out, ‘English 
Archbishop, thank you, thank you.’ 

“Two days later there was a service 
of intercession. The crowd was, if pos- 
sible, larger, though there was a heavy 
rain. 

“Many were weeping when the 





prayer for the dead was said. 


“On Sunday I went to a country 
church which was crowded with 


peasants, mainly women and children. 
One of my companions went to eve- 


ning service on Saturday in a smal 
city church, and found this also 
crowded. 

“I was particularly struck with the 
character of the congregations in the 
cathedral. They did not consist main- 
ly of old people, though of course there 
were many who were old. It was a 
congregation consisting chiefly of the 
middle-aged and under. There were a 
fair number of men, though natural- 


ly very few soldiers—just a a’, 


here and there. To say that congrega- 
tions consist chiefly of the aged is 
sheer nonsense.”

Our Appreciation 


Is in many cases entirely lacking 
with respect and regard for what rig- 
orous services our armed forces are 
rendering for us and our great coun- 
try. These men are often thirsty to the 
point of famishing, hungry many 
times by being cut off from food, 
sleeping in trenches, dying in agony; 
others suffering physical torture and 
pain. Many will return with mangled 
and broken bodies to go through life 
dwarfed and hindered. Their entire 
lives will be less than others as for 
the most part. Are you praying for 
these men? They are today the mili- 
tant defenders of the “faith” and of 
every other institution or privilege 
that is worth while. Some are so sup- 
posedly loyal to religion that they 
would not fight or give one cent or do 
anything to help win the war. Let me 
say here that such a distorted view as 
this is to cast all your weight and in- 
fluence on the side of the enemy of 
Christianity and our free institutions. 
Those who wish to enjoy what others 


are fighting and dying for, to defend é 


and maintain, need to do some serious 
thinking as to what our religious ob- 
ligations are. If our Government were 
the aggressors in this war it would 
be entirely a different thing. But we 
are the defenders, we have no choice 
but to surrender all that is divine; or 
to otherwise meet the enemy who has 
so unmercifully attacked us. May God 
help us to pray and to consider what 
is actually at stake if we “sit here” 
and do nothing and say to the enemy, 
“Come get us; we surrender all our 
religious convictions and privileges to 
you to do with us as you please.” 
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Scripture, Rom. 15:3, “For even 
Christ pleased not himself.” 


WOULD like to call your attention 

to some Bible characters who 
manifested a Christian spirit of un- 
selfishness. 


If you will turn with me to Genesis 
13:9, you will hear Abraham talking 
to Lot. There came a time when there 
was strife between the herdmen of 
Abraham’s cattle and the herdmen of 
Lot’s cattle. Abraham said unto Lot, 
“Let there be no strife between me 
and thee, and between my herdmen 
and thy herdmen: for we be breth- 
ren.” Oh, this blessed man of God was 
willing to let Lot take his herd and go 
to the left hand, and he would go to 
the right hand, or if he desired to de- 
part to the right hand, then he would 
go to the left—just willing to take 
whatever was left. Not only was this 
unselfish spirit manifested at this time 
in Abraham’s life, but when God 
called him to leave his kindred, not 
knowing just where he was going, he 
obeyed God and left. 

Then, we think of the infallible Son 
of God who took upon Himself the 
form of a servant, and the Bible tells 
us that He was anointed with the 
Holy Ghost and power and went about 
doing good. There are five hundred 
and fifty-five good deeds recorded in 
the New Testament that He did. And, 
if all the good deeds of His life had 
been recorded, the Bible teaches us, 
that even the world itself could not 
contain the books. Then, the Bible 
teaches us we should follow in His 
steps. If we are to follow in the steps 
of Christ, then it is a fact we will have 
to reach a place that we are unselfish. 
Then we will be heirs of God and joint 
heirs with the Savior of the world. I 
think of Him this new year, as He 
met that funeral procession and 
stopped to sympathize with tha poor 
widow, whose only son had diejl. He 
raised that young man to life ani sent 
that mother home rejoicing. Oh may 
God help us to have some knovledge 
of what it means to be a Christan. 

The word “Christian” neans 
“Christlike.’”’ When I think of ¢hrist, 
this New Year’s day, I thik of 
that unselfish spirit He always man- 
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Christian Unselfishness 
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ifested. He did not think of His 
own comfort. When a certain man 
came and wanted to follow Him, He 
made it known to him that “foxes 
have holes, and birds of the air have 
nests, but the Son of man hath not 
where to lay his head.” We often think 
of comfort in this life and I’m afraid 
we are going to let the desire for an 
easy life and comfort crowd out the 
love of God, and we will be found with 
selfishness in our lives. 

We find David and Jonathan man- 
ifested a spirit of unselfishness. All 
the things that Saul said and did 
against David did not affect Jona- 
than. The many counsels he had with 
his son never did break that love he 
had for David; but the soul of Jona- 
than was knit with the soul of David. 
He loved him as his own soul. 


I tell you as one who loves your soul, 
you will have to manifest a love for 
those in the Church, you will have to 
love your enemies, love poor, lost souls. 
You do not love sin but you love the 
souls of men. Is there something en- 
throned in your life that would make 
you sacrifice to do the will of God? 

We are facing the age when men 
are more lovers of pleasures than lov- 
ers of God, having a form of godli- 
ness but denying the power. The mar- 


gin says, “We have a form of respect 
but we are wide from God.” 

Do you find yourself meditating 
with your soul, trying to make your- 
self think you can be at ease and still 
be identified with Christ? But, when 
you turn to the blessed Word of God 
you will find you will have to suffer 
with Him if you reign with Him. 

If I were making my choice this new 
year, between Dives and Lazarus, I 
had rather be Lazarus. While he was 
not a man of means in this life and 
he fell with an affliction near Dives’ 
gate and the dogs licked him, and 
he begged the crumbs from Dives’ 
table, yet, when he died the angels 
were his pallbearers. When Dives 
died, he, no doubt, had a beautiful 
funeral, with everything in the latest 
fashion, but we find him crying out 
for help, but his cries came too late. 
One of these days we are going to 
wake up to the fact that we have 
waited too long to manifest the love 
of God to a dying world. Oh, brotner, 
there is something about the love of 
God that will urge us on to do the 
things He has commanded us to do. 

There may come a day when you 
will become discouraged. We find that 
Jeremiah had many alibis to offer to 
God after he had wept and pleaded 
with Israel, and he said, “I will not 
speak any more in his name.” I feel I 
have done enough for Israel and they 
will not heed. But, he began to pray 
and he began to get the zeal of God 
and he could not stay in that condi- 
tion. He began to feel that current 
moving and the fire that was shut 
up in his bones. That is why he shed 
sO many tears over their condition. 
He wept over them because he loved 
them so. 

The infallible Son of God stood over 
Jerusalem and lamented. He wept, “O 
Jerusalem, how oft would I have 
gathered thy children together, as a 
hen gathereth her chickens under her 
wings, and ye would not.” Brother, you 
can see there in the character of His 
language that He was willing to take 
them if they were willing to accept 
Him. May God plant in our hearts this 
new year what it means to serve Him, 
and plant the spirit of unselfishness 
in us. 

Jesus went over to speak to the 
Samaritans and because He turned 
His head and looked back, He did not 
say He would like to go back, but just 
looked back and they refused to let 
Him preach to them. There was so

We must be- 
lieve what they say, for they know. 
Men in the Bible who know say we 
must have the Holy Ghost. They know 
because they have tried facing life 
without Him. They know He gives 
power for service. We must be able 
to attack the enemy when he ap- 
proaches. We must have strength for 
every battle, to stand as only people 
with the Holy Ghost can. Acts 1:8,

Was 
that a happy night! Sweet memories, 
I shall say! 


And just a short time ago here in 
Atlanta, a soldier boy on leave from 
Camp Wheeler, Macon, Ga., seeing the 
crosses on the windows, thinking our 
church to be Catholic, came to con- 
fess to the priest, when he had lost ¢ 
all his money and had sinned, so he 
said. He staggered inside half drunk, 
sat down on the back seat, heard the 
Singing, all the prayers, and listened 
while the evangelist preached. Dur- 
ing the altar call a Christian worker 
invited him to the altar. He, after 
telling the Christian worker he did 
not know how to pray, but came to 
confess to the priest, came down the 
aisle to the altar. He did not know 
how to pray, but he would say any 
kind of a prayer you would tell him 
to. Finally, after telling him what to 
say and how to say it, he confessed, 
not to the priest but to God. His face 
lit up with the glory of God. We told ' 
him to keep on praying. He did. Soon 
the glry of God filled his soul and he 
began to shout for joy. Then we told 
him to continue to praise God, and he 
did. 4nd soon, hallelujah! he began 
to sptak in tongues as the Spirit gave 
him itterance, just as the people on 
the tay of Pentecost did, just like 
Acts 2:3,4 said. The Holy Ghost gave 
him power for service. He soon ran 
acrosS town and won three other peo- 
ple 6 God of the faith to which he 
used to belong. Without the Holy 
Ghos we miss one of the greatest 
blesshgs of life. 
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Sd Anemia is a term applied to condi- 








tions associated with a deficiency of 
hemoglobin in the cells. A deficiency 
of red cells results from hemorrhage, 
hemolysis, inability to produce new 
red cells due to lack of nutritious food, 
diseases of the bone marrow, and 
various infections. 


Sufferers from anemia are greatly 
benefited by a diet rich in iron. The 
visceral meats, such as beef liver, 
gastric mucosa, heart, and brain, are 
rich sources of iron. Certain vege- 
tables, such as kale, spinach, lentils, 
peas and beans, and cereals such as 
oatmeal and whole-grain wheat con- 
tain a high percentage of utilizable 
iron. 


It is not my purpose to deal entire- 
ly with the anatomy of the human 
body, but there is a striking similarity 
between the two. Of course, the mate- 
rialist would have us believe that 
what you call the mind and soul is 
simply the result of a certain chem- 
ical combination, just as the flame of 
a candle is the result of a certain com- 
bination of wick and tallow. Life is a 
chemical “phenomenon”; death is the 
absence of this “phenomenon,” and 
disease is the result of a wrong mix- 
ture of the chemical elements neces- 
sary to a normal “phenomenon.” 


Those of us who look at the origin 
of man in the true Bible sense believe 
the spirit of man is eternal, that it 
stays for but a brief time in this house 
of clay and then returns again to its 
source. While the materialist dissects 
the body and says there is no place 
for the soul in the body, we believe 
man is an entity of triune aspect and 
has three sets of faculties, the spiri- 
tual, mental, and physical. 


I am not for a moment denying the 
scientific phase of our physical make- 
up, but the great debatable question 
down through the ages has been just 
how the first man began to function. 
To us who believe the dear old Bible, we 
do not find it hard to come to a simple 
solution, that God just simply created. 
Creation is a wonderful thing, and 
after this creation, man functioned 
according to scientific phenomena. 
To those of us who are chiropractors,

we believe that health is a normal ex- 
pression of the vibration or life im- 
pulse, and it is up to us to locate and 
remove this interference with nerve 
transmission. 


In order for a child to grow prop- 
erly, the red corpuscles must carry 
oxygen to the tissues of the body, or 
for adults too, if we live, but I am 
thinking of growth, which applies 
very definitely to the Christian. 


When folks are saved from their 
sins, it is necessary that they grow, or 
pathology will set in along the line 
somewhere. They will be abnormal. 
Have you seen an abnormal! Christian? 
I remember when I was saved, I felt 
I would do all my praying in secret, 
and let the other fellow face the pub- 
lic. Father said to me one day, “Don’t 
you ever intend to pray in public?” 
That went to my heart like a dagger. 
My spiritual anatomy was not func- 
tioning properly. There was a lack of 
something, and it was making itself 
felt to the public eye. Just as an 
anemic is pale, and lacks vitality to do 
things, we can readily observe it, and 
that person becomes sensitive to that 
abnormal condition. 


Many people who are _ spiritual 
anemics just excuse themselves and 
say, “Sister Jones or Smith has more 
victory than I, but it was not intended 


for all to have the victory, or there 
are different ways of the Spirit ex- 
pressing Himself.” That is true, for we 
may not all shout and dance in the 
Spirit, but we can rejoice in our souls, 
and if you do not have that rejoicing 
once in a while, you had better see 
the Doctor, and the Doctor that has 
the source is the legitimate one to go 
to for your ills, and He is God through 
His Son Jesus Christ, two separate 
personalities, if you please. 


I think God intended that we learn 
something about our physical bodies, 
and to me it is the crowning study of 
all, since we can see what a great 
architect God is, and I believe there 
are things we can do for our bodies 
to relieve pain and suffering. However, 
the quickest way to get it relieved is 
by divine healing, but there are 
things we can do. 


There are things we can do to re- 
lieve our spiritual condition. If I have 
no power, I should begin to see what 
is the matter. Am I praying like I 
should? Do I attend church? There 
are many things we could search out, 
which may be hindering, that keep us 
from being strong, healthy Chris- 
tians. 


You may say all Christians are alike 
if they have the Spirit. That may be 
true, but I dare say we, the Church of 
God Christians (I think), are a little 
different; we just have as one of our 
characteristics a little more power and 
fire in our midst, even if some do 
brand us a little fanatical. I don’t 
mind being called a fanatic, if the 
Spirit has control, for if He has con- 
trol all things will be done decently 
and in order. 


A beautiful Christian to me is one 
who has plenty of blood and nerve 
force going through his soul, blood 
from the shed blood of our Savior, 
and the power of Pentecost. Oh, glori- 
ous day! We are living amidst war, 
destruction, turmoil and distressed in- 
ternational politics; a day when we 
can have old-time, Holy Ghost salva- 
tion sent right from Glory, that makes 
us have fire in our bones. Hallelujah! 
Some said, when I began to study for 
my latest profession, being thrown 
among so many infidels, I would lose 
out with God. All the scientists in the 
world could never interrupt the im- 
pulses that come from Glory, for they 
cannot be tested under the test tube 
by man, and we have a way of keep- 
ing them in tune, if we live for God.

Our little Susie, the daughter 
of the high caste convert from Hindu- 
ism, living with us, has been very sick 
with what seemed like jaundice, with 
complications, though the case was 
not diagnosed.

For the past three weeks I have had 
the privilege of attending a monthly 
meeting each week, two of them being 
for women only, in different places. It 
is inspiring to hear the live testi- 
monies of some of those who have been 
raised up from attacks of cholera and 
other diseases, in answer to prayer. 

We have only a small Bible class 
this year but the Lord has been bless- 
ing us. I praise God for the wonderful 
way He keeps me day by day and can 
feel that He is really renewing my 
youth. We thank you for your prayers 
and trust you will continue to pray 
for us and for the work here.—Yours

Ramnad District, South India 

We have written of how the Lord 
has been working in Ramnad Dis- 
trict. A few months ago a young 
woman was saved at Pattakulam and 
soon after was baptized in water.

She 
had been to different hospitals, had 
been examined by several doctors, 
even undergoing an operation, but 
still she did not regain her sight. 

Even by using glasses she could not 
see well and without them had to be 
led about by others. One day she and

another sister, named Glory, visited 
the home of our worker, Brother 
Thomas, when he spoke to her of the 
need of the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit. She became very thirsty for the 
baptism and that night she, Thomas’ 
wife, Glory, and another of our women 
workers waited before the Lord in 
prayer. After about two hours of 
waiting, Jane began to praise the 
Lord with a loud voice and that night 
she was filled with the Holy Ghost, 
speaking in other tongues and glorify- 
ing God. 

The next morning, as they gathered 
together for prayer, Jane found that 
she had received perfect sight and as 
she could then read her Bible with- 
out glasses, she gave up the use of 
them.

much strife among those Samaritan 
Jews they would not accept His mes- 
sage. I think that is the reason God 
has such a hard time getting to us to- 
day—we are so in love with ourselves 
and petting ourselves, making our 
souls think they can be at ease. Oh, 
brother, the infallible Son of God, 
after He had done all the things the 
prophets said He would do, it took Him 
three hours praying to get willing to 
go through His suffering. Then, He re- 
minded those guards there that the 
flesh is weak. 


If we don’t get to the place where 
we can manifest a spirit of unselfish- 
ness, we are not where God wants us 
to be. It is pretty hard for you and me 
to leave a good parsonage and a 
church paying all the money you are 
allowed. But, brother, if you are just 
as consecrated to God as you should 
be, it’s not so hard. We may have to 
pray until all selfishness is gone, but 
after we pray through, we are ready 
to go. 


When Jesus entered the garden of 
Gethsemane on Thursday, He took 
only three of His disciples with Him. 
He did not take all of the disciples. 
He took only Peter, James, and John, 
and told them to wait there and 
watch while He went to pray. And, He 


went a little farther to pray. We find. 


the infallible Son of God not only 
kneeling to pray, but He fell on the 
ground and prayed for one hour and 
when He came to those who were 
guarding He found them asleep. He 
said, “Couldst not thou watch one 
hour?” He went back and prayed an- 
other hour and when He returned He 
found them asleep. He reminded them 
that the spirit was willing but the 
flesh was weak. He went back and 
prayed another hour and came back 
and found them asleep. These men 
had been with Him on the Mount of 
Transfiguration and He thought He 
could trust them to watch for Him. 

I wonder if Paul were here this new 
year, if he would not tell us we need- 
ed to be awakened. We are supposed 
to be preaching the whole counsel of 
God. If we are not doing that, we are 
not preaching what Paul preached. 
So, if we are doing this, how can we 
be so at ease in Zion? How can you 
sleep while a preacher is preaching 
and trying to get souls saved? Some 
do not have enough of the Spirit of 
God to drive out all selfishness. We 
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are too selfish. If you and I have the 
Spirit of Christ shed abroad in our 
hearts by the Holy Ghost, there is 
something there that constrains us. 
Paul tells us that the love of Christ 
constrains us. 

Some of us have had a struggle in 
this life. It is one thing to be able to 
know the will of God and another 
thing to do it. It will be those people 
who are doing the will of God, those 
who have practical holiness, who 
manifest a spirit of unselfishness in 
their lives, who will go in the rapture. 

Let me tell you something. When 
you got out of the will of God, you 
wilfully went out of His will. No one 
can pluck you out of His will. You 
simply went out if you are out of His 
will. 

According to Rom. 2:16, in that day 
God will judge the secrets of men by 
Jesus Christ. He will judge the quick 
and dead. Now, we are living in one 
of the most critical ages of the 
Church. We are now living in that 
dangerous time when men are more 
lovers of themselves than lovers of 
God. Did you ever stop to think when 
you meet a missionary and ask him 
about his experiences, they all bear a 
torch? They can encourage church 
members who complain about raising 
mission money in telling how those 
poor lost people to whom they have 
carried the message of salvation, 
would say, “Why didn’t your grand- 
father tell my grandfather first 
about this salvation? and I would 
have heard the message before now.” 
Oh, brother, they did not have a vision 
of men dying without eternal life. 
That is why our grandfathers did not 
go and tell them about the plan of 
salvation. May God stir us that we 
will awake to our duty as Christians. 
If we are going to walk the streets of 
gold we are going to have the Spirit 
of Christ, and His Spirit is not selfish. 
“Tf any man has not the Spirit of 
Christ he is none of his.” 

When my Christ was being cruci- 
fied, He cried out these words, 
“Father, forgive them, for they know 
not what they do.” When you and I 
reach the place where the love of God 
is shed abroad in our hearts by the 
Holy Ghost, we will put forth an ef- 
fort to get our prayers answered. He 
said pray that God will send more 
laborers into the harvest. There is no 
use to pray unless you are going to 
put legs to your prayers. 

I want to tell you as one who loves 
your soul, there will be no one walk 


the streets of gold but those with a 
spirit of unselfishness. To prove to 
you that when men have the Spirit of 
God, they are unselfish, when the 


first deacon died a martyr’s death in 
the Church of God, he said, “Lay n 


this to their charge.” He stood up 


and told them they were goneyn 


and uncircumcised in their heart an 
they resisted the Holy Ghost as their 
fathers did. Jesus had already taken 
His seat at the right hand of the 
Father and He loved this man so much 
He stood up, for Stephen said, “Be- 
hold, I see the heavens opened, and 
the Son of man standing on the right 
hand of God.”’ 

I was in the State of Illinois several 
years ago, at a convention, and as the 
ministers were giving their reports a 
young minister told about his ex- 
perience on the way to the conven- 
tion. He had an old dilapidated car 
and while he was driving down the 
highway one of the doors on the car 
flew open and his little girl fell out 
of the car and was bruised and 
skinned up. Finally he got the car 
stopped and was hurrying back up the 
highway to get his little girl, but she 
had gotten up and was running to 
meet him. When she met him she said, 
“O daddy, I was afraid you would 
leave me.” If we only had that spirit, 
afraid we would get left, and had a 
desire to take someone with us to 
heaven! Such a spirit will cause you 
to go to church and try to win souls 
because the love of God is shed abroad 
in your hearts by the Holy Ghost and 
will cause you to manifest a spirit of 
unselfishness. 

Do you know what you will have to 
do to get to heaven, good church 
members? You will have to esteem 
that good leader who is over you. You 
are going to have to help the little 
lambs bear their burdens. 

In 1 Thess. 1:5 we find Paul’s let- 


ter to the Thessalonians, and if you © 


want to know what is wrong with our 
churches, I can tell you the very thing 
that is keeping down the progress of 
the Church—it is selfishness. If you 
are living like God wants you to, the 
man who is giving you the most 
trouble is the man who is wearing 
your shoes. If we are going to live holy, 
we must mortify the deeds of the 
flesh. Haven’t you seen men take 
brush and pile on small trees and it 
would break them and it wasn’t long 
until they were dead? There is only 


one kind of a tree that cannot be 2 


killed by piling brush on it and bend- 
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ing it and abusing it, and that is the 
palm tree. Did you know the Psalmist 
David represented us as a palm tree? 
“The righteous shall flourish like the 

alm tree: he shall grow like a cedar 

Lebanon.” You can beat on a palm 
tree and pile brush on it and unless 

ou piled so much brush on it that it 
ouldn’t grow at all, it would grow 
straight. Let us manifest to a dying 
world that doesn’t know what they 
are doing, to show them we love them, 
that we have the love of God and are 
unselfish. And Jesus told us _ to 
“Occupy until I come.” He meant for 
us to be responsible for every person 
in the world. There is a soul over in 
the dark continent of Africa that we 
are responsible for. When Jesus hung 
on the cross it was for them as well 
as for you and me. 

Oh, my heart is heavy. I am afraid 
we will wake up one day to the fact 
that we have waited too long to have 
a vision of preaching the gospel to 
every creature.
